Response to Arguments 

1 . The provisional double patenting rejection has been withdrawn, in light of 
amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

There is no rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 "tied-to" clause, because the method 
claims could not be mentally done (i.e. using Gabor filters) and would inherently have to 
be done by a specific apparatus such as a computer.
